From the last riptions upon them 
it is supposed that il’,3 ftve bells tha t at 
first composed I he chim e were ca st in 
London. 
< >ne more it is believed, came 
from Eng la nd in 1788. wtun the « eoond 
Trinity church wa s t.voted. 
When the 
present Trinity church wa s built in 1845 
there were six old bells in the steeple. 
The la rg est one wa s cracked and was 
sent to Troy to lie recast, and at the 
same time four more Troy bells were 
bought. 
Consequently the Trinity chim e now 
contrasts of ten hells, five ca st in England 
and five c.ust in Troy . 
The largest 
w eig hs a ,805 pounds, th * sm a llest 750, 
and the whole tog ether al>out 15,000 
pounds. They are hung in such a heavy 
wooden fram ework tlmt the full volume 
of their sound is never heard in the 
street. 
Even l» efure the improvements 
in Grace church, T rinity ’s method of 
ringing was considered prim itive by com ­ 
parison.—N ew York Sun.
